Experts Hired 


Mackinac Straits 
Authority Meets

Francisco, Calif. 
Objective Study Asked 
All members of the 
Mackinac 
Straits Bridge Authority, 
except 
Charles Fisher of Detroit and Wil­ 
liam Cochran of Iron Mountain, 
were able to attend the hurriedly- 
called meeting with the three en­ 
gineers. The group patroled the 
Straits of 
Mackinac waters 
for 
several hours yesterday to make 
a cursory inspection of the area. 
Today, the engineers went to 
Lansing to attend a press confer­ 
ence. 
Prentiss M. Brown of St. Ignace 
and Detroit, former U. S. senator, 
said the three engineers were en­ 
gaged with instructions to make 
an objective study of the 
straits 
transportation problem from 
the 
engineering and financial 
stand­ 
point. It was indicated the engi­ 
neers’ findings would be accept­ 
ed as final, whether they favor 
or oppose construction of a bridge 
across the straits. 
Survey Cost $75,000 
The study will cost about $75,- 
000. 
Born in Switzerland, 
Ammann 
attended Swiss Federal Polytech­ 
nic Institute in Zurich, Now York 
and Yale universities. He has been 
engaged in the investigation, de­ 
sign and building of some of the 
largest 
bridges 
in 
the 
United 
States and Europe. 
Ammann was prominently iden­ 
tified with the 
engineering 
and 
construction 
of 
the 
Hell 
Gate 
bridge in New York from 1912 to 
1918. As chief 
engineer 
of 
the 
Port of Now York Authority, he 
supervised the building 
of 
the 
George Washington 
bridge 
and 
Lincoln tunnel across the Hudson 
river. He also was chief engineer 
of the Triborough Bridge Authori­ 
ty. From 1929 to 1936. he was a

Steinman received 
engineering 
degrees at City College of

university. 
After a career of teaching at the 
University of Idaho and City Col­ 
lege of New York, he entered pri­ 
vate engineering practice in 1920.
